To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Little  Lever  Urban  District  Council: 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  ray  report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  Little  Lever  during  the  year  ended  December  31st  1947* 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  area  of  the  township  is  808  acres.  The  estimated 
population  is  4,603,  compared  with  4,944  in  the  1931  census. 

There  are  1,548  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  as  against  1,522 
in  1946  and  1,443  in  the  1931  census.  This  gives  a  rate  of 
approximately  three  persons  per  house.  The  rateable  value  of  the 
district  is  £21,215  and  the  sum  raised  by  a  penny  rate  is 
approximately  c€80. 

Social  conditions  are  reasonably  good,  and  there  is  not  much 
unemployment.  The  district  is  largely  industrial  in  character, 
the  chief  industries  being  coal -mining,  cotton  weaving,  paper  making, 
ebonite  and  plastics  manufacturing,  chemical  manufacturing  and  dairy 
farming. 


Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1947  was  90,  as 
against  79  in  1946.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  44  males  (l  illegitimate) 
and  46  females  (2  illegitimate).  The  birth  rate  is  19.5  pur  1,000 
of  population,  compared  with  17*3  in  1946  and  a  mean  rate  of  18.2 
for  the  previous  five  years.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 

in  1947  was  20.5 

Still  Births 

There  were  throe  still  births  in  1947,  comprising  one  male 
and  two  females.  Thi3  gives  a  rate  of  32  per  1,000  of  total  births, 
compared  with  a  rate  of  70  for  1946. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1947  was  68  (32  males 
and  36  females).  This  is  a  decrease  of  6  on  the  figure  for  1946. 

The  death  rate  for  1947  is  14.7  pur  1,000  of  population,  as  against 
16.2  for  1946  and  a  mean  rate  of  15.2  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  12.0  •  The  average 
age  at  death  in  the  district  was  57  years  for  males  and  58.5  years 
for  females. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  in  1947  was 
five  (2  males  and  3  females).  This  is  a  decrease  of  one  on  the  figure 
for  1946,  and  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  55  per  1,000  of  live  births,  as 
against  75  in  1946,  and  a  mean  rate  of  53  for  the  previous  five  years. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  41. 

Maternal  Mortality 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1947,  thu3  giving 
a  Nil  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births,  the  same  as  in  1946,  and  a 
mean  rate  of  Nil  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Maternal  Mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1947  was  0.29  per  1,000  of  total  births. 
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Midwifery  Services. 

There  are  no  midwives  resident  in  the  district.  Three 
midwives  on  the  list  of  midwives  engaged  by  the  County  Council 
reside  in  Famworth  and  their  services  are  available  for  the 
Little  Lever  area,  iiach  one  is  readily  accessible,  as  all  three 
are  on  the  telephone.  The  service  provided  has  been  in  every 
way  efficient  and  satisfactory.  Many  maternity  cases  from  the 
district  were  admitted  to  Townleys  Hospital,  Famworth,  andto 
other  Maternity  Homes  outside  the  district,  but  quite  a  large 
number  of  the  confinements  took  place  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.

Respiratory  Cases. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System 
in  1947  v?as  0.43  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against  0.22  in 
1946  and  a  mean  rate  of  0.41  for  the  previous  five  years.

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There  were  seven  deaths  from  Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease 
in  1947  compared  with  eight  in  1946.  This  gives  a  death  rate 
of  1.52  per  1,000  of  population  as  against  1,76  in  1946  and  a  mean 
rate  of  2,0 6  for  the  previous  five  years* 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

As  in  1946,  no  cases  of  this  dense  were  notified  during  1947* 
District  Nursing  Association 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Association  has  been  an  inestimable 
boon  to  the  district.  The  Nurse  has  been  most  conscientious  in 
carrying  out  her  duties  and  has  done  her  work  in  a  most  cheerful  and 
efficient  manner.  The  Members  of  the  Committee  have  worked  hard  to 
maintain  the  financial  position  of  the  Association,  and  have  been 
generously  supported  by  the  Members  of  the  general  public  in  the 
district.  The  .association  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association,  and  periodically  one  of  the  latter's  officials  comes 
to  the  district  to  inspect  the  Nurse's  work. 

Hospital  Accommodation 

The  Council  have  an  agreement  with  the  Bury  and  District 
Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cases 
of  Infectious  Diseases.  Beds  are  available,  as  required,  at  the 
following  Ins  ti tu  t i ons : - 

Smallpox  Hospital,  Ainsworth  -  for  cases  of  Smallpox. 

Florence  Nightingale  Hospital, 

Bury.  -  for  other  Infectious  Diseases. 

Both  Hospitals  are  controlled  by  the  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  and  the  retaining  fees  payable  by  the  Council  are: - 

Smallpox  -  £20  per  annum 

Other  Infectious  Diseases  -  £25  per  annum 

The  Joint  Hospital  Board  provide  an  ambulance  service  for 
conveying  patients  to  hospital.  The  service  provided  has  been, 
in  every  way,  most  satisfactory*

The  Council  have  an  agreement  with  the  Borough  of  Farn^orth 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  service  for  conveying  patients 
from  the  district  to  the  various  Hospitals.  This  service,  during  1947, 
functioned  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner,  and  there  were  no  grounds 
for  criticism.

During  the  year,  one  privy  closet  was  converted  to  a 
chemical  closet,  12  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh 
water  closets,  and  in  two  cases,  movable  ashbins  were  substituted 
for  fixed  receptacles^ 

Sanitary  Inspections 

During  1947,  the  number  of  premises  visited  for  sanitary 
inspections  was  l6l.  In  consequence  of  these  visits,  48  defects 
or  nuisances  were  discovered.  Of  these,  36  were  abated  through  the 
issuing  of  33  informal  notices*  No  Statutory  Notices  were 
required,  and  no  legal  proceedings  were  necessary. 

Bakehouses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically 
inspected  during  the  year  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  reasonable 
condition.  As  before,  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  held  up 
through  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  but  when  these  are 
available,  repairs  and  improvements  are  usually  carried  out.  There 
are  eight  dairy  farms  in  the  district,  with  approximately  14 0  cows 
between  them*  Five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  testing  as  to 
Tuberculosis.  Of  these,  one  was  positive  and  four  were  negative. 

The  cow  responsible  was  traced  and  was  slaughtered.  In  addition, 
five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Factories  and  workshops  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and 
have  been  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Food  shops  have  also  been  inspected  and  have  been  passed  as 
satisfac  tory. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board’s 
mains,  and  is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the 
number  of  houses  with  piped  supply  being  1,548.  Twenty-six  new 
houses  were  connected  to  the  water  supply  during  the  year. 

Samples  of  the  water  supply  were  taken  during  1947  for  bacteriological 
•and  chemical  analysis.  137  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
wore  all  satisfactory,  and  30  samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  all 
satisfactory,  but  some  contamination  by  lead  wqs  found,  and  steps 
were  taken  to  remedy  this. 

Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

Sewage  disposal  was  quite  satisfactory  flaring  1947.  The 
sewage  is  treated  by  settlement  tanks  and  percolating  filters.  No 
extensions  were  carried  out  during  tho  year.  Samples  of  the  effluent 
have  been  tested  periodically  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Lancashire 
Rivers  Board,  and  all  have  been  classed  as  satisfactory.  One  small 
area,  Leadbeater  Fold,  is  still  without  an  efficient  sewerage  system, 
but  is  scheduled  as  a  Clearance  Area  and  will  be  dealt  with  as 
soon  as  conditions  will  allow  o £  this. 
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The  sowers  have  boon  flushed  and  the  manholes  have  been 
cleaned  periodically  during  the  year  and  stops  have  been  taken 
to  eradicate  the  menace  of  rats. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Counoil’s  covered 
motor  wagon,  and  the  contents  of  privy  closets  are  collected 
each  fortnight.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  waste  land. 

Smoke  Abat  .,moni 

khe  Gcuncal  are  members  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Comal vtoe.  The  time  limit  for  the  emission  of  black 
smoke  is  two  minutes  per  hour.  There  are  15  factory  and  works 
chimneys  in  the  district,  and  10  observations -were  made  on  these 
during  1 51?,  but  no  legal  proceedings  were  necessary.  Personal 
contact  with  works  Managers  and  firemen  is  made,  and  generally, 
thcru  is  willing  cooperation  in  preventing  undue  pollution  of  the 
atmosphere. 

Housing 

Fourteen  no w  houses  were  erected  by  the  Local  .authority 
during  1947,  --'aid  twelve  new  houses  were  erected  by  private  builders.

Housing  Conditions 

Housing  conditions  in  the  district  are  fairly  good,  and 
the  general  standard  of  housing  companies  favourably  with  other 
industrial  areas.  The  commonest  type  of  house  is  the  four-roomed 
cottage  containing  two  bedrooms.  There  are  about  900  of  this  type 
in  the  district,  but  of  this  number  there  are  at  least  200  which 
are  far  from  satisfactory.  The  main  defects  to  be  found  in  these 
houses  are  dampness,  low  ceilings,  old  age,  absence  of  bathrooms, 
poor  sanitary  conveniences,  absence  of  a  hot  water  supply,  and 
bad  situation.  There  are  far  too  many  houses  built  in  rows  abutting 
directly  on  to  the  street,  with  no  gardens,  and  no  access  to 
sunlight  and  fresh  air. 


They  were  built  at  a  time  when  cheapness  was  the  first 
consideration  of  the  builder.  Many  of  them  are  now  well  over  100 
years  old  and  they  have  outlived  their  period  of  usefulness.  It 
is  grossly  unfair  to  expect  families  to  go  on  living  in  such  deplorable 
conditions  when  they  can  see  other  families  in  modern  houses,  in 
pleasant  surroundings  and  with  all  sorts  of  modem  conveniences.  It 
should  be  the  aim  of  all  concerned  with  local  housing  needs,  to 
replace  these  old  houses  with  now  ones  as  quickly  as  is  humanly 
possible.  There  are  still  many  cases  of  overcrowding  to  be  soon, 
duo  to  men  and  women  from  the  services  having  married  and  returned  to 
civilian  life.  These  married  couples  have  come  back  to  find  a  great 
shortage  of  houses.  In  consequence,  they  have  had  to  live  witti  their 
parents  whilst  waiting  for  houses,  and  as  many  of  these  marriages 
have  produced  children,  overcrowding  has  come  about,  and, unfortunately, 
seems  to  be  getting  ahead  of  the  rate  of  building. 


The  fourteen  houses  built  by  the  Local  Authority  on  the  Masefield 
Road  site  during  1947  was  merely  a  token  compared  with  the  number 


actually  needed.  There  are  about  350  three  and  four  bedroom 
types  of  houses  needed,  exclusive  of  those  needed  to  replace  old, 
defective  houses.  However,  a  scheme  of  300  houses  between  Mytham 
Road  and  Booth  Road  was  begun  during  the  year,  and  when  this  has 
been  completed,  it  will  be  possible  to  feel  that  the  solution  of 
the  local  housing  problem  is  near  to  achievement.

Disinfection. 

Two  houses  were  disinfected  after  Scarlet  Fever.  The  method 
used  is  Formic  Aldehyde  in  the  sealed  room  of  the  house. 

Five  houses  were  found  during  1947,  to  be  infested  with  bugs, 
and  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  means  of  D.D.T.  spraying  and 
Cimex  Fumigators.  The  D.D.T.  Spray  method  has  boon  found,  in 
practice,  to  bo  the  more  satisfactory  method,  and  the  Fumigator 
method  has  been  discontinued.  Regular  visits  and  inspections  of 
houses  treated  are  carried  out  after  treatment. 


Public  Health  Laboratoigr 

Apart  from  milk  samples  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  analysis, 
there  was  no  necessity  to  use  the  sei'vices  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 


Progress  in  the  immunising  of  children  continued  to  be  made 
during  1947*  The  total  number  immunised  was  53,  which  is 
considerably  less  than  the  number  (94 )  in  1946.  Of  this  number, 
there  were  50  pro-school  children,  and  3  school  children.  In 
addition,  13  children  were  given  reinforcement  injections.  The 
immunisation  state  of  the  child  population  as  at  December  31st  1947, 
is  as  follows  I -

Df forts  are  constantly  being  made  to  induce  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised,  but  there  is  still  a  considerable  amount 
of  apathy  on  the  part  of  many  parents.  Happily,  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  during  1947,  but  it  is  very  desirable  that  parents  should 
realise  Hie  seriousness  of  Diphtheria  and  the  dangers  of  neglecting 
to  have  their  children  immunised. 

Immunisations  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  district  by  arrangement  with  the  Local  Authority*  the 
prophylactic  used  being  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  supplied  from  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester. 

General  Observations 


During  1947,  the  general  health  of  the  district  was  fairly 
satisfactory.  There  were  more  births  and  fewer  deaths  than  in 
1946,  and  both  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  compare  favourably 
with  the  rates  for  Bngland  and  Wales.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  is  less  than  in  1946  and  comparios  favourably  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales.  As  in  previous  years,  there  were  no  Maternal 
deaths,  giving  a  Nil  rate  for  the  previous  five  years.

Apart  from  an  apidemic  of  Measles,  there 
was  little  of  note  as  regards  infectious  diseases. 

The  Measles  epidemic  was  rather  severe,  but  fortunately, 
almost  all  the  cases  were  free  from  complications,  and 
there  were  no  deaths.  Out  of  147  cases  of  Measles  reported, 
141  were  in  the  age  groups  up  to  10  years,  equal  to 
ap proxima  to  ly  96^.

There  is 
s  ■■j. a  g/ ave  snorr^ge  in  the  district  of  modern  cottages, 
a»id.  overcrowding  as  far  too  prevalent.  Serious  consideration 
wilit  so  or.  have  to  bo  given  to  the  question  of  demolishing 
tnc  old,  unsanitary  property,  of  which  there  is  a  considerably 
amount,  lx:  the  past,  quite  a  number  of  these  old  houses 


have  been  patched  up,  thus  giving  a  false  impression  of 
their  condition,  but  the  defects,  both  external  and  internal, 
are  now  all  too  plain  to  see,  and  they  constitute  an 
eyesore  to  the  district. 


Tao  recreational  facilities  provided  by  the  Council 
havo  once  again,  as,  in  past  years,  been  well  patronised, 
particularly  the  Bowling  Green,  but  there  is  a  great  need 
for  further  facilities  such  as  tennis  courts.  The  district 
compares  most  unfavourably  with  neighbouring  townships 
as  regards  the  provision  of  tennis  courts  and  football 
pitches  for  the  younger  members  of  the  community. 

The  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  provided  by 
the  County  Council  have  again  proved  a  boon  to  the  district, 
but  we  are  still  in  the  unenviable  position  of  making  use 
of  an  improvised  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  which 
was  never  intended  to  be  used  as  a  Clinic  and  which 
cannot  possibly  fulfil  its  proper  functions  in  its  present 
form  and  position.
